ures he will have the car ready for 
a big "old car" parade in Dixon 
July 4, 


Zuend came across the car in 


December last year while looking 
for a "jalopy" to rebuild. 
Re- 


building and showing old cars is 
one of the newest fads in the 
country, and Zuend finds himself 
right in the middle of it. 


Zuend heard of another car in 


the Roscoe, 111., area and motored 
down to Investigate. Unable to lo- 
cate the place, he stopped in Ros- 
coo and asked for directions. In 
the conversation that followed, the 
man said, "If you are looking for 
nn old car, I have one here you 
jan have." 


After looking it over, Zuend 


decided to buy it and brought 
it back to Dixon. What there 
was of the car was not worth 
talking about. ^Outside of the 
frame and the motor, the car 
WBB a wreck* * • 
Today. Zuend says that for a 


first attempt, he would not con-' 
sider trying to put this car to- 
gether. 
It 
almost 
proved too 


much. 


Once he had the hulk of the auto- 


mobile, Zuend set about trying to 
find drawings and photos of the 
Lambert, a 1908 model. A letter 
to the Library of Congress in 
Washington revealed that the only 
information on it was a few pat- 
ents on special parts. The library 
was unable to give him pictures or 
plans. 


The next stop was to visit the 


daughter of Lambert in Anderson. 
Fortunately, she had a picture of 
the car and. with that alone, Zuend 
began the task of reassembling the 
ancient vehicle.

To Illustrate the rarity of the 


car, the Lambert's own grand- 
son had never seen one of the 
two-cylinder cars made by his 
grandfather at the Buckeye 
Manufacturing c o m p a n y in 
Anderson. 
The manufacturer built mostly 


four-cylinder 
cars 
and 
trucks. 


There arc only three four-cylinder 
cars in existence today, to the best 
of Zuend's knowledge.

Zuend, a floor manager at the 


Reynolds Wire company, hunted 
all over the country for parts 


The body was a shambles. Made 


of wood, the turtle back was rotted 
away. The metal fenders, hood 
and cowl were worthless. Working 
from the picture, Zuend had metal 
work done, then made the body 
himself.

One of the biggest 
problems, 


however, was the wheels. 
The 


wheels used by Lambert were not 
mountable but fastened to the axle.

found in Mt. Carroll at a junk 
yard. The other two, he finally 
located in Wisconsin, fastened 
to a cement mixer. 
The owner of the mixer was will- 


ing to give up the wheels, but only 
if Zuend could replace them. That

muda Big Three conference 
has been postponed slgain and 
Prims Minister Churchill has 
been ordered by doctors to 
take "a complete rest," it was 
announced today. 


A statement 
from 
Churchill's 


residence at No. 10 Downing street 
said the Bermuda meeting—sched- 
uled to begin July 8—was post- 
poned after consultation with Pres- 
ident Eisenhower and the French 
premier, Joseph Laniel. 


A medical report signed by two 


doctors, Lord Moran and Sir Rus 
sell Brain, said "the prime minis 
ter has had no respite for a long 
time from his very arduous duties 
and is in need of a complete rest 


"We have therefore advised him 


to abandon his journey to Bermuda 
and to lighten his duties for a 
least a month," the medical report 
stated. 


Churchill, who is 78, will remain 


at his Chartwell country home 
near London. 


In Washington, President Eisen- 


hower 
expressed 
distress over 


Churchill's inability to go to Ber- 
muda because of his health, but 
said he looked upon this "only a 
a temporary deferment" of. the 
Big Three meeting there. 


The White House released the 


following message addressed to 
'Dear Winston." 
"I anf deeply distressed to learn 


that your physicians have advised 
you to lighten your duties at this 
Lime and that consequently you 
will be unable to come to Bermuda 
for our talks. 


"I look upon this only as a tern 


sorary deferment of our meeting.

Clark was 


accompanied by Ambassador Rob- 
ert Murphy, his political adviser, 
and Lt. Gen. William K. Harrison, 
Jr., chief Allied truce negotiator. 


Just before the session began a 


source close to Robertson said that 
"if things go as well as they have 
so far" the mission

have to remain in Korea much 
longer. The party was expected to 
leave for Washington in two or 
three days with a stop-off in Tokyo. 


Rhee also expressed optimism 


over the outlook for an agreement.

Desired Outdoor Barbecue Fireplace 


Ar* you an outdoor-fireplace 


•reamer? If so, you have a lot of 
:ompany, because you belong to a 
lot-so-exclusive club of home own- 
•rs who have planned for years to 
auild 
back-yard 
barbecue 
fire- 


places and have always fallen 
back on makeshifts. 


You say this is your year? 


L'ou're going through with 
it? 


Don't be hasty now. Maybe there's 
some hitch in it you 
haven't 


though of. Maybe you'll need an- 
sther year or so to think it over. 


If not, if you've thought it out 


carefully, then you have planned 
the 
location 
of 
the 
fireplace. 


Doubtless you agree with your 
sxperienced 
brethren 
who 
feel 


that the barbecue outfit should be 
placed close to the house, prefer- 
ably near the kitchen so supplies 
will be close at hand. 


Then, too, you have most likely 


taken note of the prevailing winds 
in your locality, and of where the 
sun's afternoon rays fall. You dis- 
like being blinded by late after- 
noon sun and would avoid poor 
smoke 
dispersal 
or 
incorrect 


drafts. 


By this lime you have decided 


upon the type of material you 
ivill use in building the fireplace. 
It could be of cut stone, which 
looks nice with a frame house, or 
of brick to match a brick home. 
There arc any number of suitable 
materials. 


You have no doubt made up 


your mind on the size of the bar- 
becue you'll need for your family 
—to fit its living pattern. Perhaps 
a smudge pot equipped with a 
prill, or an area framed with con- 
crete block or stone topped with 
t grill, would be sufficient. But 
Ifter cooking and eating out-of- 


In planning (he location of an outdoor fireplace, take note of 


prevailing winds and avoid placing it in a sunlit area. 


doors becomes a summer habit, 
these smaller units often prove 
inadequate. 


Of prime impartance, no matter 


what type or size of fireplace you 
intend to build, is its support and 
sub-bed. This is true in areas of 
freezing temperatures in winter, 
when the ground may have and 
destroy good 
work that 
hasn't 


been supported. 


You might use either a perim- 


eter foundation carried below the 
frostline, or a concrete slab. The 
slab should be somewhat wider 
than the fireplace and six or more 
inches thick. It will ride' up and 
down when freezing and thawing 
raises and lowers the eaith. 


A sub-bed of cinders or rubble 


five or more inches thick should 
be thoroughly tamped down and 
given time to settle before the 
slab is poured. 


To prevent moisture damage to 


the fireplace, it is wise to elevate 
the hearth a few inches above 
ground level. This would necessi- 
tate pouring the slab into a wood- 
en form, of course. Unless this 
precaution is taken, frost action 
on 
moist masonry 
may cause 


cracking. To further offset this 
possibility, be sure all joints in 
the masonry are absolutely tight. 


You will gather from this that 


it is best not to place the fire- 
place in a low spot where water 
might drain down on it. 


Face your barbecue in the di 


rection of the prevailing winds 
and shield it as much as possible 
from counter currents to avoid a 


I smoke nuisance and provide prop 
er draft. 


Dampers are useless in outdoor 


fireplaces. Since the chimneys are 
short, the flue must be ample.

Taft's Foreign Aid Proposals Are 


in Common-Sense Vein 


Senator Taft, sitting on the sidelines in illness, still is 


exercising his influence in congress for moderation and com- 
mon sense. His newest proposals for the foreign aid bill are 
in that vein. 


The house has passed an authorization measure that 


would arbitrarily withhold from Western Europe $1 billion 
in military aid until the six nations signatory to the Euro- 
pean defense pact all ratify it. Only Western Germany thus 
far has done that. 


Taft, understanding that foreign policy cannot be wield- 


ed like a club, proposed that President Eisenhower be given 
discretionary power to withhold funds until EDC is a reality. 
His evident expectation is that the president would choose 
not to withhold the money. 


"I don't think we should make this a compulsory thing," 


the senator said. 
* 
* 
• 


If his voice carries the weight it always has, then per- 


haps the senate will strike from the house bill the "do-it- 
or-else" provision, which many foreign affairs experts be- 
lieve is most unlikely to accomplish its goal, anyway. 


Both Taft and Knowland have declared they will sup- 


port the senate's $5,318,000,000 foreign aid authorization 
—a figure $320.000.000 higher than the house bill and with- 
in $200,000,000 of Mr. Eisenhower's recommendation. 


' 
This important measure will be watched to see whether 


these two key senators are able to take the bulk of their 
GOP colleagues along in backing it, or whether decisive sup- 
port will have to come from the Democrats. 


In the house. Republicans voted 119 to 81 for a mini- 


mum bill; while Democrats voted 160 to 21 for the aid pro- 
posal. This hardly classifies as thumping GOP support for 
an administration program.

Taft knows this sort of thing is not calculated to gain 


for the administration the stature it needs if the Republicans 
are to retain their hold on congress next year and on the 
presidency in 1956. Positive achievements must be rung up. 


Since their own political future is at stake in many cases, 


the lawmakers' grudging concession to this necessity is puz- 
zling. It was the president's popularity, not theirs, which 
was attested in the 1952 election. Politicians used to take 
the hint, but times have changed. 


Nowadays, many a national lawmaker appears bent not 


on riding the president's triumphant coattails, but on trying 
to tie them into a noose about his own neck. 


Argument Tarnishes Conquest 


. 
It seems a great pity that the remarkable conquest of 


Mount Everest on May 29 should now have become the sub- 
ject of controversy in India and elsewhere. 


One debate concerns the question whether the New Zea- 


lander, Sir Edmund Hillary, or his companion, Tensing, the 
Sherpa tribesman, was first on Everest's summit. Tensing 
says he was a few steps ahead, but expedition leaders say 
Hillary led the way. 


The other argument is whether Tensing is a citizen of 


India or of tiny Nepal, and this one has really bogged down 
in confusion. 


Both controversies ought to be dropped forthwith. The 


points at issue reflect petty, selfish attitudes, and can only 
tarnish the magnificent achievement of getting there. What 
does it matter who was first? The ascent was the product of 
close teamwork. Neither could have made it without the 
other. 


The next thing you know, we'll be listening to a hassle 


about which brand of cigarets the boys took up the mountain, 
and whether they tasted milder in the 29,000-foot atmos- 
phere.

But suddenly the doctors grew 
cold on the idea and never gave a return courtesy lunch- 
eon. 


The Legion then went ahead with its own investiga- 


tion. It found that more than a third of the non-service 
disability patients had been advised by their private doc- 
tors to take Veterans' Administration hospitalization, if 
they could not pay for treatment. 
AMA officials just 


laughed at this report, and passed 
their resolution 


against such treatment. 


Legion officials now plan retaliation by withdrawing 


their support from another AMA resolution which op- 
poses free government medical care for dependents of 
members of the armed forces.

There isn't a groat deal of differ- 


ence in your shots from various 
lies. 


For a shot with the ball sitting 


up, assume an open stance with 
the fept firmly wedged in the sand. 
Play the ball back from the left 
heel. 


Employ a 
little wider stance 


than on other short iron shots. The 
clubhead is oppn so as to have the 
back of the wedge, rather than the 
front part of the blade, contact the 
sand.

test of a new polio vaccine on as 
many as a half million U.S. chil- 
dren may be undertaken this year 
by the National Foundation for In- 
fantile Paralysis.

state meeting of workers for the 
March of Dimes campaign, which 
mainly supports the foundation.

out. He added that this vaccine 
had shown enough promise to war- 
rant such a large-scale test.

ers from Minnesota, Illinois, Iowa, 
Wisconsin and the two Dakotas 
that 1953 was "shaping up as an- 
other heavy polio year, perhaps 
jur heaviest."

away protocol obstacles to such a 
move last week by notifying the 
West he had taken over civilian oc- 
cupation authority in the Eest zone 
from Soviet Gen. Vassily Chuikov. 


The Western high commissioners 


left Bonn Friday night en route to 
their meeting here shortly after a 
rigged demonstration of loyalty to 
the East zone Communist govern- 
ment by East Berlin workers. 


Although the Soviet news agency 


ADN claimed that 70.000 workers 
participated in two East Berlin 
meetings, Western sources said the 
affairs apparently were a dismal 
failure.

leading lawyers, died Friday at 
tile age of 84.

Miller defeated the late Gov. Al-

Two years later the 
two ran again and this time Smith 
won. 


The last Republican governor of 


New York until Thomas E. Dewey 
was elected in 1912, Miller retired 
from active politics after leaving 
the state house. 


After that he devoted most of 


his time to law.
